Bargain money to ‘the amount’ of $5,000 
was to be paid at once, $10,000 at the end 
of Aprif aud the balance at the end of May, 
but fall payment was to ba made if the vea- 
sol was delivered before that dete, This 
was reduced to writing aud signed. Tt ap- 
peats irom tho ovidence thst some time 
before the sale tock pleco, action had been 
taken against the vessel in Vice-Admiralty 
by W, Muocgregor Smith, John Henry 
Smith and others, and on Mr Rapp 
aaking how this matter stood, Me Melbya 
told him that Mr Caldwell, soliciter; who 
had: been acting for Mr Ortiz, could explain 
all aboutit.

that tho Zstrella was released and that full 
security had heen given to meot Macgregor 
Bmith’s claims and all othor persons 
claiming or likely to ~olaim™ against 
the vessel, and that the plaintiff? might 
safoly pay tho sccond instalment of $10,000 
and completo the purchase and truns- 
fer of the vessel. He says that relying on 
the truth of those statemonts ho (the plain- 
tiff) pnid tho second instalment of $19,000 
on the 28th May, and onthe 10th Juno, 6 
furthor sam of $5,000 end exceuted all 
ducumonta necessary for the legal transfer 
of tha ship. The plaintiff says thoso alate- 
ments wore untruc—as the defendant at the 
timo he made thom well know—that the 
vessel was not. reloased till the 16th June, 
that no security had been given to meot 
John Henry Smith’s claim, one of 
the porsons previously refarred to ag 
having claims against the ship. The 
defondant denies (a.) thet ho informed 
Plointiff of ‘the releuso from arrest 
“but only that he had got an order for 
dissolution of the attachmont ; (b.) thot ho 
informed plaintiff on the 28th May, or af 
any other time that seourity had bean given 
to meot any other claima than these of Mr 
Macgregor Smith in suit 18 of 1885; and {c.) 
that he infornied plaintiff on the 26th May 
that he might safely pay the $10,000 and 
complete the tranefor, but admits that on 
6th Jane, when security in suit 18 bad 
boon givon, ho statod that tho vexsel was 
then absolutely free from altachment or 
arrest, and that ho (the defendant) waa then 
free to hand her over and that the plaintiff 
was thon fres to take possesion of her, 
and that this was trno in fact, and except 
as above, tho defendant gave ho assurance 
or -repreaontation or ganrantee that had. 
any relation whatever to J. H. Smith or 
anycno elne except Macgregor Smith. The 
defendant further denica making the 
untrue statements alleged in the petition 
and that he made such statements knowing 
them to be untrue. He denios that he ever 
gave or undertook to give any security, or 
stated that he had given sny security, 
or any secyrity that would cover any 
¢laim of Jobn Houry Smith, The do- 
fendant also soya that Mr Rapp, the 
agent for plaintiff, know that there 
wha a probability of some sdverso claim 
being proferred by J. H. Smith and in 
respect of which an attempt might be made 
to attach or seize the said vosol, and that 
Rapp mado special urrangemonta to have 
the vessel towad out of the waters of the 
Colony on the 16th June shen she was 
again seized. The first questisn is aa to the 
representations of 28th May. Itia to bo re- 
mombered that on or about Lith April it was 
agreed that no more money was to be paid 
until the vessel was free. Mr Rapp says that 
on the 27th May Mr Holmes wrote 
to him ‘TI have neon Mr Caldwell to-day 
and he tells me the attachment 
against the ehip is removed. We ore 
arranging about the Dill of Sato, and I 
may want to see you to-morrow about the 
transfer of the atcamer.’ Mr Holmes says ho 
had soon Mr Caldwell and wrote this letter 
in consequonee of that interview. He saya 
he believes J. H. Smith's name was mon- 
tioned, but no claim had bean made. On 
the 28th Moy Mr Melbye cnmoto Mr Rapp's 
affice and aaid ‘the Estrella is quite free 
and clear now, pay mo the $10,000.’ Mr 
Rapp then eaid ‘ What have you douse with 
Blackhead Smith.’ Melbye replied ‘he is 
all right, 1 paid the dollars tu Mr Cald- 
woll and he gave him security.’ Mr 
Rapp then said ‘1 will send you 
cheque directly, T have to call on Mr 
Holines,’ and Mr Rapp and Mr Melbyo 
left together. Mr Rapp gota note from 
Melbye on the 28th May wying ‘ Every- 
thing is all right now. I suppose you will 
take hor away, the Evtvellad mean, this 
weal,’ which confirms his verbal represonta- 
tion as rolated by Mr Rapp, Mr Holmes 
saya ‘I recollect sceing Mr Melbye and Mr 
Rapp on the 26th and adviaod the payment 
of the $10,000 as all matters were settled 
against the ship,’ He odds‘ Mr Caldwell 
told me that he had authority to give 
security for any claim against tho 
ship.’ Captain Kock” corroborates Mr 
Rapp as to the interview of Mr Melbye 
on the 28th May. He says—Mr 
Melbye said ‘Rapp, you on pay me the 
dotlara, everything is scttled, Tho Estre'la 
is perfectly clear.’ Ho aleo said ‘ Black~ 
head. Smith is perfoctly -sstisled.'  Thia 
witness was intended to be Captain of 
the ship aud was in charge of her for 
10 months afterwards. Mr Caldwell un- 
fortunately has lost his diary of 1885, 
and has not the same moans of- re- 
‘frasbing ‘his momory as Mr Holmes. 
Be states, however, with reference to the 
28th May, that he wrote a letter to Mr 
. Holmes on the 27th, which was to the effect 
that the vessel would bo rileased on ‘the 
28th, and he gives important evidence and 
roduces a letter of Mir Melbye’s of the 11th 
ay to himaelf, referred to below, which 
beats on the subject and. shows the anzioty 
of Me Molbye to get the 2nd instalment of 


810,000 at that date, Although it was) 


arranged that the security for releasing the 
ship was to be completed on the 28th May, 
Mr Caldwel! will not any that he told either 
Mr Holmes or Mr Rapp that the- bond of 
‘that security had not been yiven. As stated 
above on the Iith May Mr’ Melbye also 
wrote to Mr Rapp for the $10,000, saying 
‘the affair with. MacG. Smith is settled aa 
far aa yon aro concerned, and ao obstacles 
of any kind will be put in the way of the 
transfer of the ebip. Under the. circum. 
stances I-think I am justified in asking you 
to pay tho 2nd instalment,’ whilat on the 
sume day he wrote to Myr Osldwell—'T want 
Rapp to pay me the $10,000, and he. will 
do so if you will write to Holmes to say 
the matter is in crder, Ofcourse it is in 
order—~the bond merely hating to be sign- 
ed.’ As to the letter of 1th May, Maibye 
to Rapp,~as to that, Mr Caldwell said 
in cross-examination, ‘When Mr Melbyo 
wrote that he knew no security had been 
given, for the Estrella, That letter wns o 
mnisrepresentation of existiog facts.’ It was 
then that he produced the letter to him- 
self sat out above, andssidhe did act write 
as ho was osked to do. I think these 
Setters ehew' at the very loast that Mr. 
Hetbye was capable of represanting things 


agactually dono which were intended ta-be 
dond, and Tam of opinien that ho did ro- 
present to Rapp on tho 28th Mey that tho 
ship waswlear and froo from the arrest, whon 
as a fact she was not a0, and ho knew 
sho was not go, whatever he might oxpect. 
For ho himeelf' was tu give’ a bond and 
provide money before she could be free. 
Indesd be wroto again after gotting the 
‘cheque ns if it were 80. This was o. ma- 
terial minrepresoutation inducing Mr Rapp 
to part with $10,000. I am aleo of opinion 
that on the Sth May, and it ix beyond 
doubt that aculater date, My Melbye did 
ropresent that security had boan given 
against any claim of John Beary Smith. 
Thore is consideratle confusion in 

Rapp’s testimony as to the time the mousy 
was said to have been given to Mr Cald- 
well for the security; E think he is mis- 
taken ns to tho money having been paid 
or represented aspaid, but I rolievé the 
testimony of Mr Holmes, Mr. Rapp, and 
Captain Kock on the main fact that J. H. 
Smith's supposed claim was repredunted 
as secured, and from what occurred aub- 
sequently I cannot think but that Mr 
Melbyo forgets what he eaid, He was 
clearly prepared to guatantes Mr Rapp 
againat such claim, Nothing conld bo fairer 
than his promises on that hoad. Bat he 
actually forgeta whethor or bot he wont to 
‘Mr Ropp's office an tho 28th Tily, and of 
course what oceurred, However, he con- 
sidered his people were morally veaponaiblo 
st all evouts for the loss to Mr Kapp by the 
action of J. H. Smith. ‘We quite intend if 
action had hewn taken to have given security 
against J. B. Smith's claim, and would have 
done ao if action had boen taken.’ It was 
arranged between Mr Rapp and IMr Melbye 
that tho ship was to be delivored on tho 4th 
June. Mr Holtnes wrote to Mr Caldwell 
on tho 2nd June that Mr Rapp was roady 
to pay and take over on that date. As the 
ship was @ foreign ono e refererice had to 
bo mado to the Spanish Consul, and that 
officer inquirod at Manila whether Ortiz was 
entitled tuacll. -In Hooper, Gamm, L. R. 
2Ch., pogo 262, it ia clearly laid down that 
the purchaser of a foreign ship is bound to 
make inquirics as to the title, and that the 
righta to a ship acquired under foreign law 
mast be recognised. Satisfying himaelt 
that there was no incumbrance against the 
ship, the Spanish Consul had a bill of sale 
made out and executed by the. parties on 
the 10th June according to the regulations. 
of Spauieh law, but the sale having taken 
place in this Colony there was a bill of sale 
drawn up according to the requirements of 
English jaw, and exccuted on tho same date. 
That instrament conveyed the property in 
the ship to Mr Rapp, whe bad had posses-. 
sion of her subject to tho injunction of the 
Court from the 4th June. He believed 
however that that injunction bad been dis- 
solved on the 28th May, and on the th 
Suse Mr Rapp believing this ship to be free, 
oxecuted the bills uf sale mentioned and paid 
85,000 more of the purchase money. Ho did 
av relying on the representations of Mr 
Melbye onthe23th May, and havingno notice 
from him or Mr Caldwell that the security 
had not beon given and that the ship was 
till ander arrest. Mr Rapp stated that 
after executing the bill of aale he said that 
he was going to see the German Consul 
about the flag when Mr Caldwell tuld bim 
to call. nt his office when he had seen the 
Consul, and that he did so about 6 v’clock, 
when Mr Caldwell said ‘Me Rapp, J cannot 
get you the ship, No sulicitor could aign 
such o bond for his client as haa been 
drawn up in Court, For God’s sake don’t 
hoist the German flag. It would bo o 
contempt of Court.’ He proceeds, 'T was 
aimply thunderstruck, I learned then that 
the ship waa not free, I went to Melbye, 
who seomed as surprised a4 I was. He 
said, I real y cannot understand how Mr 
Caldwell could act like that.” On tho 11th 
Laaw Melbye again, who said he had sent 
a strong telegram.’ He anys he had then 
a further conversation with Melbyo about 
Blackhead Smith, when Melbye assured 
him that John Genry Smith had received 
acentity and was satisfied. Mr Holmes 
saya when tho bill of aula was executed in 
his oflics he betieved the ship waa freo, aud 
that He had no notice before the execution 
of the bill of sale that the vessel was not 
released or that any action had been taken 
by Blackhead Smith. He recallects too 
about Rapp speaking about the German 
flaz. On tho Lith June, Mr Holmes wrote 
a letter to Mr Caidwall, asking him to sign 
the bill ofealeaswitnesato the execution, and 
stating that Mr Rapp would be glad to know 
if the ship ia released and whether Mr 
Melbye bas arranged to give security for the 
claim made by Me Smith of Bluckhead & 
Co. I confvasI agree with the Attorney 
General that this is a very mild letter to write 
if it, waa only known to Me Holmes botwoon 
10th and 11h Juno that the vessel waa not 
free, and that no action had been taken by 
Mr J. H. Smith. However, he swears he 
did not know, and so does Mr Rapp, and Mr 
Caldwell is not sure that ho shewed them 
the lotters of demand ; but he beliaves he 
kept Mr Holmes am courant with what was 
going on up tothe 13th June. Mr Holmes 
anys he attended Mr Caldwell on the 12th, 
and has an ouiry in his diary and that 
‘ securities had been given against both the 
claims.’ Mc Caldwell admits speaking about 
hoisting the German flag on the 1th Juno 
or some other day—but says Mr Rapp never 
was at his office. Thel0vh June is the day 
tho Chineso secutity is offered for release of 
ahip although nothing had been done from 
Ist Jone. He is equally positive that they 


knew all about the ship being under arrest 
when the bill of sale was executed, but un- 
fortunately there ero no lottora and he has 
to rely on his memory unaided—which 
could have. been rofreshed by his-diary. 
-~-He states that he said to Mr Rapp at 
the. Reglatry on the 16th June~‘if yon 
intend to take her out of the jurisdiction 
you had better lovk sharp about: it.’ 
‘This was not a, recommendation as coming 
from himself, he “says, but bad | re- 
ferouce to what Mr Rapp hail told him 
before, Mr Caldwell says the $9,000 was 
kept back on the 10th June because uf tho 
attachmont still existing. Rapp’s people 
were on board for some days before the 
1th, It is difieult to understand why the 
89,000 were kept back, as Mr Rapp had 
professed his readiness to pay on the 4th 
June, unleis it was because of the »ttach- 
ment. Mr Rapp saya, howaver, that he 
would have ‘paid’ all if he had been asked, 
but thal $3,000 was all that was wanted— 
and that would seem te be so—as $5,(100 
cagh and Mr Melbye’s bond were registered 
by the ‘Court as security for the release of 
the ehip about that time. In the result I 
atm of opinion that Mr Repp executed the 
bill of sale and paid the $5,000 on 10th 
June, under. the belief that the ship was 
not under aty arrest, and was secured 
against any clainia of Joho Henry Smith, 
and that he was induced to do.so’ by the 
false representation made on the 28th May 
and was allowed to cohtinus in that balief. 
When the security went off oa the 28th 
May it wae clearly the duty of Mr Melbye 
or Mr Caldwell to make it known and re< 
store the money or make a new mrrenge- 
ment, and the balance of evidence leads mo 
to hold that Mi Holmes and Mr Rapp 
wore left inthe dark, whilst it was hoped 
that each day would put tbe matter rlght— 
(see Pollock's Law of Torts, page-244, as to 
the duty of a person who Snds out that he 
has made 8 representation which is untrue, 
aluhough he bolieved it at the time he made 
it; if he discovér it is not true before 
another takes further action, his duty is to 
declare it; or the grigival represoutation 


will bo considered as, made knowingly.)

He know it waa put 
given on the 13th or 14th June, On the 
iGth June he wrote to Mr Rapp asking 
for the 39000 as the veasel was perfectly 
free and he said that ‘na to the Smith's, ic. 
Hoary Bmitt’'a claim, $300% to 84000, T will 
hold you harmless.' Now Mr Rapp and 
Mr Holmes swear that up till tho execution 
of the Bill of Salo and payment of $5000 
they belioved and had boen assured that 
the abip was quite freo from arrest, and had 
been securer 0 
J. H. Smith, “They alsu ay they did 
not know of any lawyer's domaud—or that 
tho claim of J, H. Smith had taken a con- 
ereto form when they went to dispatch the 
ship on tho 10th, . They know that some of 
the other claimants might make demands, 
but as againat J. H. Smith they believed, on 
the representation uf Mr Melbyo ond Mr 
Caldwell, they wore quitusecuta. Theship, 
however, was arreated, and dotained under 
an order ofthe Uourt in suit 37 of 1885, to 
which Mr Rapp with Mr Ortiz war made a 
party. Dir Ortiz refused to do anything to- 
warda tho releaso of the ship, hotwithstand- 
ing Mr Molbye’s representations, and the 
ship was not relensed till 22nd March 1886, 
when Mr Rapp entered into an agreement, 
of tho 18th March 1886, to pay J. H. Smith 
$5000 os security for his claim against him- 
acif, Melbyeane Ortiz.

It only came out late in the ease 
the condition under which that money was 
paid, and whilo on this point I may as well 
say that, under the ciroumsetonces, nothing 
in connection with that payment can be on- 
tortained The giving of such security 
might have been the reasonable and mate- 
rial thing to do, but it was ayninst Mr 
Ortiz’s direct wish,-and was made with. 
overy stipulation adverse to his interests, 
‘On the question of breach of warranty—the- 
bill of sale has not been produced, but even 
if it had, there ie. no evidence of 
want of title or any valid incambrance 
on the vessel, for it is admitted that 
both suits, that of MacGregor Smith and 
J Smith, were dismiséed for want 
of prosecution, Although it was the pur- 
chaser's bugingss to examine the title to the 
ship, that would iiot have excused the de- 
fendant if hd chose to warrant it, Be- 
tween bréefich of warranty and misrepre- 
sentation there is a clear distinction, See 
L. R.10. P. Mullet and Robinson. The 
question of mistepresentation, ‘ legal fraud’ 
and ‘moral fraud,’ have been recontly dis- 
cussed in the Court of Appeal in tho cass of 
Peek +. Derry, 87 Ch. D, 541. Sir J 
Hannen says: ‘I take the Jaw to bo that if a 
man takes upon himself to assert a thing to 
bo true, which he does nat know to be 
true, and bas no reasonabla ground to 
believe to be true, in order to induce an- 


and is thereby damnified, tho person so 
damnuified is ontitled to maintain an action 
for deceit.'. In the Reese River Silver 
Mining Co. » Smith, L R. 4 B. L, 
79, Lord Cairns says: ‘ When I say 
“Sq fraad,” I da not enter into any 
qnestion with regatd to the imputation 
of what may be called a fraud in the 
more invidious senso against the direc- 
tors. IT think it may be quite possible 
that they were ignorant of the untruth of 
the statements made in their prospectus, 
But I apprehend it to be a rule of iow that 
if persons take npun themselves tv make 
asgettions as to which they: are ignorant, 
whether they aro true or untrue, they must 
in a civil point of view be held aa respyn- 
sible as if thoy had assorted that which they 
knew to be untrue.’ Sir J, Baunen cites 
with fall approval what Jastice Maule aaid 
in the case of Evans aud Edwards, 18 0.B. 
777, og stating the law to ba that where a 
man makes w statement which he does not 
know to be true, ha takes upon himself to 
warrant his own belief of tho truth of that 
which he sv. asserts Sir James Hannen 
goes on to discuss moral fraad and legal 
fraud and does draw distinctions, Fraud, 
he says, is in common parlance resetv- 
ed for actions of grent importance, ‘but 


The false representa- 
tions relied upon in this case are that 
the vessel was free from all claims 
by W. Macgreger Smith and John 
Henry Smith, that on certain days ahe 
was free from arrest whereby the plain- 
titf was induced to pay away money and 
execute bills of sale and take delivery of 
the ship.

Smith's claim The 
fraud in connection with Macgregor Smith's 
claim was practically cundoned, but auch 
eannot be said of J. H. Smith's claim, The 
plaintiff was kept in the dark as to the ac- 
tive stops which had been taken. He was 
allowed to attempt to take away the ship, 
when defendant's agents know that an arrest 
wasimminontand damage to plaintiff follow- 
ed-directly from the not giving tho security 
fur J. H. Smith's claim, which had been 
offered and withdratin’ without sufficient 
reason, but which the plaintiff relied upoo 
and acted.

HONGKONG FIRES. 
Tus Singapore Free Fress says :— 

_As we open cur Hongkong exchanges 
there is one feature to which we have been 
so accustomed that thers is a feeling of 
unsatisfactory incomplotenoss if a glanco 
throngh the columns does not encounter it 
in cach paper. ‘Tho heading ‘ Serious Firo 
in Hongkong,’ is that item which a Hong. 
kong editor can always rely upon a3 2 
pormatient dotail in his journalistic men, 
A Hongkong paper without ‘Another Se- 
rious Fire’ would bo like a dinner without 
potatoes, and as soon as our eye catches 
the phrase ‘last night's fire,’ wo know that 
the paper is all right and that tha steff 
havo not neglected thuie duty. Tho fore- 
man printer porhaps keeps a few ordinary 
phrases standing, auch as, ‘protracted 
struggle with the devouring eloment,’ 
‘fierce battle with the: flames,’ * acene of 
last night’s outbreak, ‘had a high wind 
been blowing,’ and so on, to save a little 
oxtra timo in setting-up. But to speak 
seriously, Hongkong has long been earning 
for itselfa ‘bad eminence’ oa 2 breeding- 
place for fires. One of our northern con- 
temporaries is metaphorical, but not ox- 
aggerating, when ho invents the opithet 
for Hongkong of ‘happy hunting-ground 
of the fire fiond.” In the last case re- 
ported a fire raged for four hours and de- 
atroyed sixteen honses bofore its progress 
could be stayed by the united efforts of the 
local Fire Brigades. It is unnecessary to 
give any details, but it is useful to mark 
what are the circumstances which combined 
to permit of tho fire making such headway 
and working euch destruction before. it 
was brought under control. Tt saema that 
the difficulties experienced in Hongkong 
bear a cloge resemblanes to what wa ex- 
perience here, in, however, a happily 
lesa frequent way. The cooking arrange- 
ments of Chinese cvolies, carried on as 
they often are in little cocklofta and woud- 
en huts of flimay construction, erected, it 
may be, in close counection with large and 
valuable buildings, stored with merchan- 


of one of our leading Insurance Cumpanics 
in a letter which appeared in_ these 
columns, in which he drew attention to 
the extreme risk attending this common 
practice, In the little alleys about Rafiles 
Place in Singapore and the cross passages 
at the backs of produce guduwns, nothing 
ia moro common than to see a little wateb- 
man’s abanty six feot by four or thereahout, 
grimy with smoke, and in some cases tho 
wood of which it ia built actnally charred 
in places, with the heat from the cooking- 
places. A auperadded danger may be seon 
in tho frequent prosonoe in such places of 
a cheap and nasty kerosine oil-lamp, which 
is filled, lit and extinguished in blissful 
ignorance of tha explosive properties of 
kerosine oil-gas, and in anconscions de- 
fiance of every precaution that sore exper- 
jence haa proved’ to be indiapeneable for 
the avoidance of accidents from this canse. 
Another point tending to the spread of fires 
at their firat beginnings is the apathy of the 
average native mind, end the reluctance to 
put themselves ont of their way fur anything 
not immediately aifecting them personally, 
which ia an ordinary feature of the Chinese 
churacter. It is this tendency to leave all 
the burden of action upon ‘the other man’ 
and to pose merely as a spectator, that in- 
terfercs a¢ mach with the chances of taokl- 
ing a fire successfully, while yet so simple 
an affair that half-a-dozen buckets of water 
would effectually crush it out of existence, 
But apathy, coupled with the silly panic 
that so «ften assaile the Asiatic mind when 
any sudden and dangerous emorgency arisea, 
seems to be sufficient to make it 9 matter 
apparently outside of roasonable oxpecta- 
tion that well-directed individual effort, 
guided by common sense, should bo farth- 
coming when wanted. Anvther circum. 
stance, which appeara to he no better in 
Hongkeng then with us, and even some- 
times worse, is the mattor of the water sup- 
ply in the mains. This, in the caso of the 
last Hongkong fire, appcared te. have com: 
pletely broken down, until after laborious 
arrangements had been made for pumping 
up water from the harbour by 2 queue of 


‘thrve engines connected by longths of hose, 


whose limited powers were contined to 
feeding the single engine that was available 
for tha firat attack upow.the fire. It was 
only after half-an-bour that ‘water was pro- 
cured in driblets from the main, and even 
then it was never able to supply more than 
asingle kgse delivery. Much indigaution 
hes been manifested at the shameful failure 
of water supply, and an enquiry is deman- 
dad. A correspondent writing to a Hong- 
ong paper writes in vory st. ong condom- 
Nation of the entixe absence of any adequate 
moans of grappling with a fite in its early 
stages, Ho, expresses mach the same 
views that wa have felt compelled to urge 
repeatedly as to the importance. of ‘provid- 
ing such’ handy ‘preventive appliances as 
might serve to ut least confine fires to 
the premises where they originated, if not 
to extinguish them ‘even before thoy had 
achancg of attaining any serious propor 
tlous, Oertsin suggestions to the’ same 
effect wera embodied in the circular issued 
recently by the Municipality to the nyents 
ef Insurance Companies, home and. local, 
doing business in Singapore, We have 
somo reason to believe thet the first portion 
of the circular is not at all likely to bring: 
pbout ‘any pnt acting un the part of the 
Tnsurgnea Companies aa suggested by the: 
Municipality. Tho intention is certainly 
good, ‘but the method is not deemed prac- 
tieable, and there is.no prosyect of foflnen- 
cing ‘persuna, proposing to insure, to pro- 
vide tho recomnajanded simple Sre-appliances 


ao that snugested in-the Municipal circular. 


The best hope in this direction seems to be | 


inthe Municipality providing facilities on 
« wholesale’ scalo fur privaté persons and 
firms sequiring the appliances which tho 
circular advises for ndoption. Aa regarde 
ihe second part-of tho circular, that dealing 
with the Inauranco Gampiuniss giving aid as 
regards providing further engine power, wo 
hear that there ia every probability that the 
wishes of tho Municipality will be favour- 
ably considered by the Directors of the two 
leading local Companies, the Singapore 
Fire Insarance and the Straits Tire Ineur- 


‘ance Cos. The Directors of thelatter meot 
judgmont fur which I understood was to go | 


to-day, we beliovo, and those of tho former 
Company have alroady had the ciroular bo- 
foro thom. There acema to be a general 
belief that these ‘two Compania would bo 
willing jointly to provide the largo modern 
engine montioned in the Circular, which 
will cost about £110, under certain not 
aureasonable conditions. It would bo con- 
aidored fair that that engine should bo placed 
in the Square, round which the grester riaks 
are massed together, an there can be no 
doubt that these risks, which are to a great 
oxtent in the hands of the Companies men- 
tioned, would bé vory waterially improved 
by auch astep.

NOTES FROM NATIVE PAPERS. 
In the Yangchow jurisdiction (Kiangsu 


Province) the water in the Grand Cunal 
has been rising over since the beginning of 


thia Chinese month, (now about four weeks) |- 


at the rate of an inch or two a day, until it 
is pow more than a foot higher than it wag 
in the middle of the sixth moun, At tho 
Kao-ju Jih bund, when the wator-gauge 
shows twelve feet eight inches of. water, 
the Regulations order that the sluicea shalt 
be opencd, Tho water is now over leven 
feet deep, which is only a fow inches short 
of the depth when. the sluicos must be 
Taised, Fortunately the velocity of the 
water flowing down is not aa yet inordi- 
uarily ‘groat, but the condition of affairs 
keaps Wu Taotai, the Superintendent of 
the Dam Committes, on tho alert, and his 
subordinate officera and their staff, unde- 
terred by wind or rain, ure keaping a bright 
look-out from hour to hour over the re- 
spective sections committed to thair charge, 
both day and night. 

A rich American clergyman who is travel- 
ling round the world and writings bookabout 
it, emburked lately on a ateamer at Shang- 
hai for Tiontsiu. He then found that in 
his haste to embark, he had lost sight of 
two portmanteaus containing $140 and 
about 10 volumes of manuscript. Scareh is 
boing made for the thief, but we do not 
know yet if the precious manuscripts have 
been recovered. 

In the middle of tho night of lich 
August, at Sui-chang hsien in Kiangai 
Province, or rather at the village of Hung- 
hwa Yiian South of it, the waters of Pe 
Ling T‘sn (White Dragon Lake), probably 
moved by a dragon, suddenly rose like a 
mountain, filty or sixty feet high, drown- 
ing hundreds of people. So great is the 
number of corpses left unburied near one 
bridge, that. passera-by have to go 10 [i out 
of their way to avoid the pestilential exha- 
lations. Tho ufiicials are burying them as 
rapidly as possible, paying 1,000 cask par 
body. On 25th August, tho Prefect of 
Kiukiang deputed the Teh-hwa Magistrate, 
Mr Kin, to inspect the spot und report on 
this great calamity.” ~ 

At’ Pilam, Formosa, there have been 
serious disturbances, the Chinese settlers 
having got.the savages to assist them in 
attacking the officials, all this trouble hav- 
ing been caused by the imposition of the 
land-tar there tor the first time. It was at 
first roported that two Deputies had been 
killed by the mob, and that the rising was 
so formidable that it would: take long to 
suppress. We now hear, howover, that 
when the gun-vessel Fuh-po went there, 
she saw the Chinese camp beleaguered by 
somo thousands of savages, but a few shells 
put them to flight. General Cheng Ylieh- 
low and Prefect Ch‘én Fuh-t‘ion, who were 
reported killed, are anfe and sound, and- 
the trouble is all over. 

On’ the railway line from Twa-tu-tia to 
Sin Tsang the new bridge’of over 2,000 feet 
Jong was in progresa over the marshy ground, 
and over 20 pilea had been driven in to a 
great depth, when a violent typhoon and 
Tain destroyed the works, and in ona 
morning destroyed the labour of wesks. 
A new bridge will be built near Bankah
